The 
local ministers almost without excep- 
tion allowed their pulpits to be occu- 
pied by delegates or visitors to the con- 
vention of the W. C. T. U. The con- 
gregations were large. 


In the afternoon at Music hall an 


evangelistic meeting was conducted 
by Miss E. W. Greenwood, Evangelis- 
tic superintendent of the National 
W. C. T. D. The annual sermon was 
delivered by Rev. J. W. Bashford, pres- 
ident of Wesleyan university, Dela- 
ware, O. Fully 5,000 people attended 
the services. 


Immediately following the evangelis- 


tic meeting a gospel suffrage meeting 
was held. It was one of the most not- 
able gatherings of the 
convention. 


Eev. Anna Shaw, of Boston, 
who 


preached in Unity church in the morn- 
ing, presided. The center of attraction 
was Susan B./Anthony, president of 
the National Woman's Suffrage associa- 
tion 
Miss Anthony is 75 years old, 


and for nearly fifty years has led the 
movement for the enfranchisement of 
the women of America. When Miss 
Anthony was introduced the immense 
audience rose to its feet and greeted 
her with long-continued applause and 
waving handkerchiefs. She predicted 
the overthrow of the monster of in- 
temperance when the ballot is put in 
the hands of the mothers, wives and 
daughters of the land. The speaker 
predicted that universal suffrage was 
bound to come and pointed with pride 
to the action of the last Ohio legisla- 
ture in giving to women the right to 
vote on educational matters. 


Referring to the recent defeat of the 


woman suffrage movement in New 
York and Kansas, Miss Anthony said 
that while the cause had been lost in 
both states, it meant simply more work 
on the same line. 


Rev. Joseph Cook, of Boston, spoke 


briefly, advocating universal suffrage, 
compulsory voting and an educational 
qualification. 


A meeting of^the eseutive committee 


of the National Suffrage association 
will l)c held at the home of Mrs. South- 
worth, a prominent local suffragist, 
this afternoon. The executive com- 
mitte of the Ohio state association 
meets at Unity church to-morrow 
morninff. 


RENDEZVOUS FOR CRIMINALS. 


The Government May Employ Troops to 


Pat Down Lawlegftnesa In the 


Indian Territory. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—The Indian 


territory, because of the peculiar con- 
ditions surrounding it, is regarded in* 
official circles here as a rendezvous for 
all the 
cut-throats, 
gamblers and 


thieves in the country, and govern- 
ment officials find it difficult, be- 
cause of the extent of the country 
and the 
opportunities for hiding 


in the brush and woods to deal with 
them. The attorney-general has em- 
powered the marshals to employ all the 
deputies necessary to put down law- 
lessness and crime, but as the outcrop- 
pings at crime occur spasmodically in 
various sections almost inaccessible, 
great difficulty has so far been experi- 
enced in catching up with the crim- 
inals. 


Attorney-General Olney said to-day 


that while crime and lawlessness were 
prevalent to a considerable extent, 
still there was no open revolt or revo- 
lution; the judicial authorities had not 
asked for United States troops; the 
postmaster-general 
had 
not 
com- 


plained that the mails were ob- 
structed, and up to the present time 
there seemed to be no more lawless- 
ness than 
could be properly at- 


tended to by the civil authorities. 
Should the judicial authorities ask for 
troops in the proper manner and the 
government felt that troops were nec- 
essary to properly enforce the civil 
law, the government would not hesi- 
tate in sending troops to the Indian 
territory, but as at present advised, h» 
believed the United States marshal* 
were competent to cope successfully 
with the situation.

SANDUSKY, O., Nov. 19—Lake Erie 


fishermen are up in arms at the high- 
handed conduct of Canadian officials 
regarding the fisheries of the lake. 
The Canadian ram Petrel is stationed 
a few miles northeast of Kelly's island 
taking out gill nets, the work being 
done by men sent out from the 
cruifcer in yawls. 
American fisher- 


men claim that these nets are in Amer- 
ican waters, but they dare not ap- 
proach the cruiser for fear of being1 
taken. In this state of affairs they 
have appealed to the collector of cus- 
toms here, who has taken steps to have 
the United States steamer Fessendon 
sent to the fishing grounds to see that 
no more nets are taken out of Amer- 
ican waters. According to charts the 
place where the nets are being taken is 
clearly in American waters and the 
fishermen complain bitterly of the loss 
of their nets with the fish in them, 
amounting to several thousand dollars.

the condition of the New York Life In- 
surance company. He is to be gone two 
weeks, and he said yesterday on his re- 
turn home he would take up the case 
of the Lloyds organizations, 
which

ness in Illinois without warrant of law. 
There are other companies tc be 
stirred up for failing to report to the in- 
surance commissioner and to .pay the. tax 
of 2 per cent on the gross premium re- 
ceipts as reHuired by law. The depart- 
ment, however, is suffering for a lack of 
funds. Under the law the meager ap- 
propriation does not get into the hands 
of the insurance cotnmissioner,J)ut into 
the hands of the attorney-general.

An Uncodquered People Descended From 


Antiquity. 


Whether the Aryan peoples, the Ger- 


mans, the Celts, etc., poured in over 
Europe from the shores of fhe Caspian. 
or had their original home in north- 
western Europe, certain it is that wher- 
ever they advanced they found the 
country in possession of a people, who 
perhaps, had no more claim to be the 
first settlers that the Aryans, them- 
selves. This people was of Turanian 
stock, and was represented in the stone 
age by the lake dwellers of Switzer- 
land and of Ireland. 


Its best-known modern representa- 


tives are the Greenlanders, the Esqi- 
mo, and the Basque people of Spain, 
whose little country is on the northern 
and southern slopes of the Basses- 
Pyrenees, 
on 
the 
shores of 
the 


bay 
of 
Biscay. 
For 
the 
most 


part the old settlers were conquered 
be the newcomers and exterminated ot 
absorbed or driven to the mountains, 
where remnants of them survived as 
distinct people down to comparatively 
recent times. But in all civilized Eu- 
rope, Spain is the only country in whi«-h 
any remnant of the race has succeeded 
in maintaining' itself distinct to the 
present day. This remnant, known as 
Basques, has played a conspicuous role 
in history, and something of its story 
is told by Elizabeth T. Spring in the 
Cosmopolitan, from which we extract 
the following: 


"The first impression of this people, 


as one settles among them, is of ex- 
traordinary force, nobility and intelli- 
gence. 
Dignity is stamped on their 


faces, and an air of high-minded, .sim- 
ple sincerity inspires absolute confi- 
dence. 
As the acquaintance ripens, 


this impression grows deeper. These 
people are pure, in spite of their French 
neighbors on the north, industrious 
and practical, though they 
touch 


Spaniards on the south. As loyal as 
they are independent, they are to the 
last degree hospitable and generous 
With all this they are intellectually 
keen and_ discriminating. An acute 
observer says of them: 
" 'They have the natural active po- 


liteness of the Irish, without servility 
the sagacity of the Scotch, without 
cuteness; the steady self-respect of the 
upper classes of England, without 
Saxon stupidity. I have seen them ex 
ecute vengeance without an angry 
word, resembling North American In- 
dians in the self-possession of then 
dispassionate conduct. One instinc- 
tively recognizes them not only as men 
of the highest order, but as absolute 
gentlemen, even in the rudest moun- 
taineer dress. Their manner toward 
each other, as toward strangers, i* 
singularly courteous and direct and 
marked by genuine kindness and ami- 
ability. There is no roughness what- 
ever in their forcefulness. 


"The women are very beautiful: 


their physiognomy extremely mobile 
with frequent play of eyebrows and 
quivering of lips. Their gait is elastic, 
their hands and feet are small and ex- 
quisitely formed. Their glances some 
times seem ironical, half mocking, but 
always clear and full of fire. 


"Velasco, their own historian, grave- 


ly traces their descent directly from 
Tubal-Cain Humboldt calls them Celt- 
Iberians. Theory on theory, each one 
disproving the last with equal learn 
ing, has been advanced to account for 
this phenomenon. Nothing now seem1- 
more probable than that they are a 
remnant of the troglodytes of the age 
of stone, the same with the men whose 
bones are to be found in the caverns oi 
the Alps and the Pyrenees beside those 
of the huge animals they hunted. In 
this case their unwritten history dates 
from twenty centuries 
before th< 


Christian era. 


"It is from the eighth century, when 


they destroyed the Frank army, and 
when, in, the fight against the Sara- 
cens, their stood out in the full light 
beside tjhe 
Spaniards, that the in- 


finite history of the Basques dates 
It was De Ilaro, lord 
of Biscay. 


and his men who really won the day ir 
the decisive battle of Las Navas de To- 
loso. It is to them the honor is due ol 
taking the chains from the Caliph's 
tent, which hang now in the Church ot 
Pampiona, and are carved since that 
time on the shield of Castile. All Span- 
iards who took part in that struggle 
were ennobled. The Basques, having 
never been subjected either to the Sar- 
acens or to any other race, were pro- 
nounced all noble, so that ever since, 
to secure a patent of nobility, it is only 
necessary to produce proof of Basque 
birth. Hence the continuance of the 
primitive absence of caste, or social 
distinctions, an ideal state unknown to 
such a degree elsewhere, in which the 
test of worth lies wholly in essential 
personality. 


"In 'Don Quixote' Donna Rodriguez 


says of her husband: 'He is as well 
born as a king, because he comes from 
the mountains;' and when Sancho Pan- 
za, as governor of Barretaria, seeks a 
secretary, one of his attendants ex- 
claims: 'I, sir, am the man, for I can 
read and write; and, moreover, I am a 
Basque.' 
"'With tnat addition,'says Sancho, 


'you are fit to be secretary to an em- 
peror.' 


One Basque, at lesst—Ignatius Loyo- 


la—has left his name upon the world's 
records. The author gives an account 
of the circumstances which led this 
once gay cavalier to take up the "Lives 
of the Saints," when he lay wounded, 
and read until he was fired with en- 
thusiasm to emulate them; and how 
he won over another another Basque— 
Francois Xavier—to a similar career of 
Christian warfare. But as a race the 
Basques have not flourished. Our au- 
thor says: 


"This Pyreneean has not blossomed. 


The force has expended itself mostly in 
self-preservation. The bud has un- 
folded enough to show its royal i«d and 
chilled, has never opened further. Like 
Individuals, nations are in danger ot 
ruin from the excess of their beat quali- 
ties. When independence is blinded by 
pride or stiffened by its powerful de- 
velopment so that H cannot yield and 
bead at the r%ht moment, th. Ufa is 
missed. Only Mapartota whole can 
even the strongest mdfe* their owm 
"

fee. In 1863 B. K. Durfee became a 
member of the firm. The first system of 
title abstracting that was copyrighted 
was the "H. B. Durfee Continuous and 
Self-Connective System, with Durfee, 
Warren & Co.'e Improvements," which 
was largely introduced throughout the 
west from 18C4 to 1869. In May, 1807, 
Miss Emma Powers, daughter of Mrs. 
A. A. Powers, became the wife of Mr 
Warren. To the couple was given one 
son, Giles B. Warren. 


In politics Mr. Warren was always a 


Republican, and in 1867 he was elected 
mayor of the city over Franklin Priest, 
Democrat. He also served as member 
of the board of education for nine years. 


Mr. Warren from 1867 to 1872 was ac- 


tively engaged in securing railroad lines 
through Decatur. 
He was identified 


with the present I., D. & W., the old P., 
L. & D., and the present Peoria division 
of the Vandalia system. The present 
Wabaah line from Decatur to Chicago 
was secured largely through the efforts 
of Mr. Warren. In 1868 he led in estab- 
lishing the present gas plant in Decatur, 
and became the secretary and treasurer, 
and the electric plant was added. He 
was the pioneer in the building associa- 
tions in the city, making the first move 
in that direction with Ira T. Harris in 
1873, being joined in the enterprise by 
B. K. Durfee. In 1881 Warren & Durfee 
added the manufacturing business to 
their property, first making wooden 
trays, and then engaging in the manu- 
facture of automatic grain scales and 
weighers. The Boss Weigher and Loader 
proved the most popular. 'The appoint 
rneut of Mr. Durfee as state-superin- 
tendent of insurance in 1893 resulted in 
Mr. Warren taking the insurance busi- 
necs under the name of the Wafren In- 
surance Agency.
